patient, the belt having a first portion and a 
second portion;

placing the patient on the housing; 

wrapping the first and second portions of the belt at least 
partially around the chest of the patient such that the 
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belt is capable of compressing the chest of the patient;

rotating the drive spool to tighten the belt to compress 
the chest. 

36. (currently amended) The method of claim 35- 43 comprising 
the further steps of: 

detaching the cover plate from the housing and removing the 
belt from the drive spool; 

providing a second compression belt cartridge comprising: 

a second belt suitable for compressing the chest of 
the patient, said second belt having a first third 
portion and a second fourth portion; 

a third liner sock disposed around the first third 
portion of the second belt, said third liner sock 
attached to the first third portion of the second 
belt; 

a fourth liner sock disposed around the second fourth 
portion of the second belt, said fourth liner sock 
attached to the second fourth portion of the second 
belt; 

a second compression pad attached to the first third 
portion of the second belt and disposed within the 
third liner sock; and 

a second breakable link attached to the second belt 
such that if the second breakable link breaks, the 
second belt will separate, said second breakable

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link sized and dimensioned to break when a 
particular amount of force is applied to the second 
link; 

attaching the second belt to the drive spool; 

wrapping the first thigd and second fourth portions of the 
second belt at least partially around the chest of the

37. (currently amended) The method of claim 35, wherein the 
step of providing a system for performing chest compressions 
comprises : 

providing system for performing chest compressions 
comprising:

a first liner sock loosely fitted over the first portion of 
the belt and the compression pad, said first liner sock 
attached to the first portion of the belt and attached to 
the first belt guard; and 

a second liner sock loosely fitted over the second portion 
of the belt, said second liner sock attached to the 
second portion of the belt and attached to the second 
belt guard. 
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43. (new) The method of claim 35 wherein the system for 
performing chest compressions further comprises: 

a first liner sock disposed around the first portion of the 
belt and the compression pad, the first liner sock 
attached to the first portion of the belt; and 

a second liner sock disposed around the second portion of 
the belt, the second liner sock attached to the second 
portion of the belt. 

44. (new) The method of claim 37 wherein the system for 
performing chest compressions further comprises: 

a first liner sock disposed around the first portion of the 
belt and the compression pad, said first liner sock 
attached to the first portion of the belt and attached to 
the first belt guard; 

a second liner sock disposed around the second portion of 
the belt, said second liner sock attached to the second 
portion of the belt and attached to the second belt 
guard . 
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Draft Remarks 

Claims 1 and 2 are cancelled and claims 21 through 38 
remain pending in the application. Claims 21, 22, 23, 28, 31 
and 35 through 38 are amended. New dependent claims 39 through 
44 are added. 

Claim 23 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph as indefinite. The Examiner asserts that claim 23 
recites a "second belt." This is erroneous. The claim elements 
recite "a first belt guard" and "a second belt guard." These 
elements may be understood as "a first guard for the belt" and 
"a second guard for the belt." Applicant maintains that the 
claim limitations are clear as originally filed and are 
supported in the specification. This rejection should be 
withdrawn . 

Claim 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Mollenauer et al., Resuscitation Device Having 
a Motor Driven Belt to Constrict/Compress the Chest , U.S. Patent 
6,142,962 (Nov. 7, 2000) in view of Riggs, Gait Belt Cover , U.S. 
Patent 6,367,478 (Apr. 9, 2002). Claim 1 is cancelled and thus 
this rejection is moot. 

Claim 2 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Mollenauer et al. in view of Riggs and further 
in view of Meister, Artificial Respirator , U.S. Patent 2,486,667 
(Nov. 1, 1949). Claim 2 is cancelled and thus this rejection is 
moot . 

Claims 21, 22 and 24 through 38 stand objected to with no 
reasons cited. Applicant assumes that the rejection is because 
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claims 21, 22 and 24 through 38 are dependent on rejected base 
claims. Claims 21, 22 and 23 are rewritten in independent form 
and thus should be in condition for allowance. Claims 25 
through 34 and 39 through 42 depend from amended claims 21, 22 
and 23. 

Conclusion 

This proposed response has addressed all of the Examiner's 
grounds for rejection. The rejections based on prior art have 
been traversed. Reconsideration of the rejections and allowance 
of the claims is requested.
